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Until now items trimming overnight Figure 4 shows a brush and its trim 

cases or toiletry kits were either trimmed or 
decorated in an appropriate manner and one 
was obliged to change the entire item if one 
wanted to change the trim. 

The present invention remedies these 
disadvantages. 

According to the invention, the trimming 
of articles filling toiletry kits, overnight cases, 
or even separate items, is done in a manner so 
that it can be changed at will. For this 
purpose, the trim is attached to the object by 
means of a metal band encircling the object 
and itself attached to it by any appropriate 
means, the metallic band constituting the 
mechanism for retaining the trim on the 
object, a band for reinforcing it and also 
achieving the decoration of the object. 

The invention also includes other 
secondary properties, which will be made 
evident both by the following description and 
the attached drawings, which are given as 
examples only, and in which: 

Figure 1 shows a talc box according to 
the invention. 

Figure 2 shows the box from Figure 1 
disassembled. 

Figure 3 shows the detail of the 
attachment part. 
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Following the implementation example 
represented by the drawings, the talc box is 
formed by a container 1 and a cover 2, the 
latter covered, for example, by a trim 3 in 
leather or any other appropriate, material, 
matching the cover's shape, but not attached 
to it so that it can easily be replaced, either 
because of wear or when someone wants to 
change this trim. The trim 3 is secured to the 
cover 2 by means of a metal piece 4 whose 
shape conforms to that of the cover 2 and 
folds back at a suitable angle 5 in such a way 
to fit together with the cover by its part 6 and 
to hold the trim 3 by its part 7. 

The metallic piece 4 is attached to the 
cover either by pressure, or by means of small 
nails or screws 8 attached in the material of 
the object to be attached and appropriate to 
the constraints imposed by this material. 

The metallic piece 4 encircles the object, 
either entirely or for only a part of its 
circumference and, besides its role in 
attaching the trim, it constitutes both a band 
for reinforcing the object and a decoration for 
it. 
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Finally, it is indicated that the device is 
applicable not only to boxes, brushes etc. 
contained in toiletry kits, cases etc., but to any 
item sold with or without cases. 

The metallic band is made of any metal, 
precious or not. 

The invention is not limited to what has 
been described above as a particular example, 
but includes all variants, without leaving the 
framework of the invention.

1 The attachment to the article of an 
appropriate trim that is easily changeable.
